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NEWS  OF  THE  WEEK 


British  Plastics  Federation. — Major  Stan- 
ley M.  Mohr,  O.B.E.,  M.C.,  M.I.E.E.,  has 
been  re-elected  Chairman  and  Mr.  H.  W. 
Graesser-Thomas  Vice-chairman  of  the  Bri- 
tish Plastics  Federation  for  the  session 
1941-42. 

Sale    of    Starch    Food    Powders. — The 

Minister  of  Food  has  made  a  general  licence 
under  the  Food  (Restriction  on  Dealings) 
Order,  1941,  authorising  any  person  who 
holds  a  licence  (MFST.39)  to  manufacture 
cornflour  under  the  Starch  Food  Powders 
(Control)  Order,  1941,  or  a  licence 
(MFST.41)  under  the  same  Order  to  manu- 
facture custard  and/or  blancmange  powders, 
to  sell  otherwise  than  by  retail  the  products 
manufactured  by  them  under  such  licence. 
Any  person  in  possession  of  a  licence 
(MFST.41)  to  manufacture  and  prepack 
custard  and /or  blancmange  powders  and  a 
licence  (MFST.40)  to  prepack  cornflour  is 
also  authorised  to  sell  otherwise  than  by 
retail  the  manufactured  or  prepacked 
products. 


Vitamin  Products  for  Children. — Details 
of  the  free  distribution  of  vitamin  products 
for  children  (see  C.  &  D.,  November  15, 
p.  193)  have  been  announced.  Cod  liver  oil 
is  now  available  for  children  born  on  or 
after  January  1,  1940,  blackcurrant  juice 
for  children  born  on  or  after  July  1,  1941, 
and  blackcurrant  puree  for  children  born 
between  January  1  and  July  1.  The  pro- 
ducts are  being  distributed  through  the 
various  clinics,  welfare  centres  and  other 
depots  arranged  by  the  Food  Office  in 
each  area. 

Export  Control  Extended. — Under  the 
Export  of  Goods  (Control)  Order,  No.  44 
(S.R.  &  O.,  2014),  which  comes  into  force 
on  January  6,  export  control  is  extended 
to  cover  further  types  of  metal  manufac- 
tures and  certain  additional  chemicals. 
Licences  will  in  future  be  required  to  export 
the  following  to  all  destinations :  Articles 
manufactured  wholly  or  mainly  of  iron  or 
steel ;  wrought  hollow- ware  of  a  kind  com- 
monly used  for  domestic  purposes ;  ethylene 
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dichloride  (dichlorethane)  ;  thiourea.  Ap- 
plications for  licences  to  export  ethylene 
dichloride  will  not  normally  be  entertained. 
Borax  and  boric  acid,  the  exportation  of 
which,  without  licence,  was  prohibited  to 
all  destinations,  may  in  future  be  exported 
without  licence  to  destinations  within  the 
British  Empire.  Pyroxylin,  exportation 
of  which  was  previously  prohibited  to 
certain  destinations  only,  will  in  future 
require  licences  for  all  destinations. 

Vermin-infested  Foodstuffs.— The  Infest- 
ation Order,  1941,  recently  issued  by  the 
Minister  of  Food,  gives  the  Ministry  power, 
from  January  1,  1942,  to  close  warehouses 
containing  infested  foodstuffs  until  steps 
have  been  taken  to  deal  with  the  infesta- 
tion, or  to  issue  directions  requiring  owners 
of  infested  foodstuffs  or  animal  feeding- 
stuffs  to  fumigate,  spray,  cleanse  or  other- 
wise treat  the  infested  stocks.  Warehouse- 
keepers  and  food  undertakings  may  be 
required  to  take  similar  steps  to  cleanse 
warehouses,  vehicles,  containers  or  other 
articles  in  or  upon  infested  premises.  The 
Order  requires  all  whose  business  is  con- 
cerned with  warehousing  foodstuffs  or 
animal  feeding-stuffs  and  whose  premises 
become  infested  in  any  way  with  pests  to 
give  notice  in  writing  of  such  infestation  to 
their  Divisional  Food  Officer. 

Women    Pharmacists'    Luncheon. — The 

annual  luncheon  of  the  National  Association 
of  Women  Pharmacists  was  held  on  No- 
vember 30.  Miss  E.  Hodgkinson  presided 
over  a  large  company,  and  subsequently 
introduced  *the  chief  guest  and  speaker, 
Dr.  G.  Roche  Lynch,  O.B.E.,  M.B.,  F.I.C. 
There  were,  said  Dr.  Lynch,  fashions  in  the 
poisons  chosen  by  suicides  and  homicides. 
Coal  gas  remained  the  commonest  poison. 
Lysol,  favourite  among  women,  had  been 
losing  its  second  place  since  the  introduc- 
tion of  modern  improved  disinfectants. 
White  arsenic  featured  in  many  cases, 
owing  to  the  regrettable  ease  with  which  it 
could  still  be  obtained  in  certain  places. 
In  only  one  case  referred  to  (a  sale  of  weed- 
killer) did  a  pharmacist  fail  in  his  duty. 
The  unsatisfactory  availability  of  certain 
poisons  in  industry  drew  strong  comment 
from  the  speaker,  who  concluded  with  a 
recommendation  that,  should  the  advice 
of  any  pharmacist  be  sought  by  a  doctor 
whose  suspicions  had  been  aroused,  the 
doctor  should  be  advised  to  send  specimens 
to  the  Home  Office  for  private  investigation. 
Seconding  a  vote  of  thanks  proposed  by 
Miss  Gilliatt,  J. P.,  Mrs.  Irvine,  M.B.E., 
said  the  Association  was  proud  to  be  the 


first  to  entertain  Dr.  Roche  Lynch  since 
he  had  become  officially  associated  with 
pharmacy. 

South-Eastern  (London)  Associations.— 

Mr.  Alexander  Smith,  374  Brockley  Road, 
S.E.4,  has  been  appointed  President,  and 
Mr.  A.  E.  Collins,  369  Brockley  Road,  S.E.4,; 
Secretary,  of  the  South-east  London  Chem- 
ists' Association  and  Branches. 

Hospital  Ward  in  Pharmacist's  Memory. 

— The  Armagh  County  Infirmary  Com- 
mittee has  agreed  to  name  a  ward  the 
McBride  Ward  in  memory  of  the  late 
Mr.  A.  C.  McBride,  who  for  over  fifty  years 
was  the  institution's  registrar  and  phar- 
macist. 

Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ire- 
land.— A  meeting  of  the  committee  of 
management  of  the  Chemists'  and  Drug- 
gists' Society  of  Ireland  was  held  recently, 
Mr.  Fred  Storey  (president)  in  the  chair. 
Messrs.  W.  Gibson,  H.  Johnston,  H. 
McCjuitty,  S.  Nevin,  and  James  Macauley 
(secretary)  were  also  present.  Regret  was 
expressed  at  the  loss  through  enemy  action 
of  the  Society's  headquarters;  sympathy 
was  extended  to  Mr.  Storey  on  the  loss  of 
his  home,  and  to  Messrs.  H.  Johnston, 
W.  Martin,  H.  McQuitty,  and  a  number  of 
other  members  who  had  had  their  business 
premises  damaged.  Mr.  Storey  reported  on 
the  outcome  of  his  dispute  with  the 
National  Union  of  Distributive  and  Allied 
General  Workers  over  apprentices,  as  a 
result  of  which  the  scale  of  wages  and  con- 
ditions of  the  workers  had  been  agreed  upon 
but  registered  apprentices  and  apprentices 
employed  under  an  apprenticeship  agree- 
ment remained  unaffected  by  the  agreement. 

Scottish  Proposals  to  Extend  Social 
Insurance. — The  executive  of  the  Scottish 
Association  of  Friendly  and  Approved 
Societies  has  been  authorised  to  submit 
representations  to  the  Inter-Departmental 
Committee  on  Social  Insurance  and  Allied 
Services  for  an  extension  of  the  basis  of 
insurability.  They  are  to  urge  that  pro- 
vision should  be  made  for  the  inclusion  in 
the  health  and  pensions  insurance  schemes, 
preferably  on  a  compulsory  basis,  of  pro- 
fessional men  and  tradesmen  working  on 
their  own  account ;  extension  of  medical 
benefit  to  include  adequate  consultant  and 
specialist  services  and  improved  diagnostic 
facilities;  and  more  effective  provision 
through  hospitals  for  the  treatment  of 
incapacitating  disease  and  injuries.  They  are 
also  to  suggest  that  dependants  of  insured 
persons  should  receive  medical  benefit. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Committee  of  Inquiry's  Report 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Committee 
of  Inquiry,  Part  II  of  whose  report  you 
have  published  in  an  abridgment  (pp.  337- 
344),  has  boxed  the  compass  efficiently,  and 
your  editorial  comment  (p.  365)  will  no 
doubt  promote  discussion  on  it.  The  report 
is  a  little  verbose,  a  drawback  perhaps 
unavoidable  with  so  large  a  committee  at 
work  upon  it ;  but  it  includes  many  good 
suggestions — not  all  of  them  new — and 
will  have  an  important  influence  on  phar- 
maceutical policy,  both  official  and  unoffi- 
cial. I  can  only  deal  with  a  few  points  at 
present.  By  what  majority  did  the  Com- 
mittee decide  that  "pharmacists  as  a 
body  seem  to  display  a  restlessness  and  a 
self-consciousness  which  suggests  that  there 
is  something  seriously  wrong  in  the  condi- 
tions under  which  they  practise ' '  ?  Moliere's 
Jourdain  discovered  one  day  that  he  had 
been  talking  prose  for  forty  years  without 
knowing  it ;  and  it  may  be  that  pharmacists 
"as  a  body"  are  afflicted  with  a  restlessness 
and  a  self-consciousness  of  which  they  are 
so  far  unaware.  I  confess,  however,  that 
the  evidence  for  this  startling  observation 
of  the  Committee's  escapes  me.  Over- 
coming this  handicap  as  well  as  we  can,  let 
us  consider  a  few  of  the  changes  mentioned 
in  the  report  as  desirable.  I  am  glad  to  see 
business  knowledge  and  consultation  with 
other  bodies  recognised  as  important ;  a 
broadly  based  council  for  the  drug  trade 
seems  to  be  brought  nearer.  Such  a  council 
should  not,  of  course,  be  or  become  the 
property  of  any  of  its  constituent  parts. 
Some  of  the  ideas  formulated  in  the  report 
would  be  more  usefully  discussed  by  a 
general  than  by  any  sectional  body. 

Individuality  and  Control 

The  main  weakness  of  the  report ;  as  I 
view  it,  is  that  it  leans  unduly  on  the 
benefits  of  control,  as  if  pharmacists  were 
too  restless  and  too  self-conscious  to  stand 
on  their  own  feet  without  some  propping 
up.  The  part  dealing  with  modern  develop- 
ments in  retail  trading  is  an  instance  of 
this.  Carried  to  a  logical  extreme,  this  part 
would  seem  to  envisage  the  relegation  of 
the  individual  trader  to  an  ignominious 
existence  in  back  streets,  though  that  is 
not  its  intention.  Admittedly,  changes  in 
trading  conditions  will  come.  But  is  there 
at  present  any  body  or  group,  professional 
or  commercial,  which  can  claim  to  be  so 
conversant  with  the  social  mechanism  of 


the  community  as  to  foresee  and  to  advise 
upon  every  coming  adjustment?  That 
question,  I  think,  answers  itself.  I  need 
hardly  mention  the  importance  of  the 
correct  timing  of  changes  in  policy ;  how- 
ever good  they  may  be  in  the  abstract,  they 
will  be  ineffective  if  launched  at  the  wrong 
moment.  And  the  individuality  of  persons, 
firms  and  companies  carrying  on  businesses 
is  an  asset  to  be  preserved  against  all 
comers — even,  if  necessary,  against  control. 
The  Committee's  report  should  prove  of 
practical  assistance  in  the  battles  ahead. 

Medicines  at  a  Rectory 

For  light  reading  at  Christmas,  "The 
Diary  of  a  Country  Parson,"  a  book  which 
had  a  considerable  vogue  when  it  appeared 
a  few  years  ago,  can  be  commended.  Its 
five  volumes,  covering  the  years  1758-1802, 
are  amply  indexed,  and  thus  the  references 
to  medicines  are  easily  found.  Collectively 
they  bring  before  us  a  good  idea  of  the 
kinds  of  medicament  favoured  then  by 
educated  people  and  their  medical  advisers. 
Turning  to  the  last  volume  as  a  sample, 
the  reader  will  find  that  on  May  20,  1799, 
following  a  seizure  of  some  kind,  the  diarist, 
the  Rev.  James  Woodforde,  "took  for  the 
first  time  about  II.  o'clock,  some  4.  Pills 
of  Camphire  &  Rhubarb,  taken  in  Port 
Wine,  after  that  2.  Tea  Spoonfuls  of 
Huxoms  (sic)  Tincture  put  into  3.  Table 
Spoonfuls  of  Bark  Decoction."  Dispensers 
of  nineteenth  century  prescriptions  will 
remember  that  decoction  of  cinchona  was 
sometimes  ordered  as  the  diluent  of  the 
tincture,  either  simple  or  compound,  of 
the  same  bark.  On  another  occasion  the 
family  doctor  was  called  to  prescribe  for 
the  parson's  niece,  who  was  disabled  by  a 
painful  knee.  Camphor  pills  were  ordered, 
ten  of  them  to  be  taken  at  two  different 
times  between  5  p.m.  and  bedtime,  and 
the  patient  was  instructed  to  apply  a  milk 
poultice.  It  appears  that  the  health  of  the 
domestic  staff  was  not  all  that  could  have 
been  desired.  On  June  2,  1800,  a  maid- 
servant was  "very  ill  all  the  whole  Day 
long"  with  what  is  described  as  "Hysteric- 
Wind  Colic:"  she  was  given  diluted  port, 
diluted  rum,  "Lavender  Drops  &c."  In 
an  earlier  volume  will  be  found  the  heroic 
treatment  of  a  young  manservant  who  was 
suspected  of  having  an  attack  of  ague : 
he  was  made  to  take  a  warming  drink,  was 
pushed  into  a  pond  and  was  then  sent  to

Voluntary  Liquidation. — S.  Barnes,  Ltd., 
chemists,  99  Tankerton  Road,  Tankerton, 
Kent.  The  statutory  meeting  of  creditors 
was  held  recently,  with  Mr.  S.  B.  P.  Barnes, 
a  director,  in  the  chair.  Statement  of 
affairs  disclosed  liabilities  of  ^497 .'  after 
allowing  £$g  for  preferential  claims  there 
were  net  assets  of  £399,  or  a  deficiency,  so 
far  as  the  creditors  were  concerned,  of  ^98. 
The  principal  assets  were :  Stock,  at  cost, 
^404,  put  down  at  ^300 ;  and  fixtures  and 
fittings,  £100.  The  issued/ capital  was  ^451, 
and  as  regarded  the  shareholders  there  was 
a  deficiency  of  ^549.  It  was  reported  that 
the  company  was  incorporated  in  March 
1 93 1  with  a  nominal  capital  of  ^500. 
During  the  first  few  years'  trading  the 
turnover  increased,  but  at  the  outbreak 
of  war  the  business  was  adversely  affected. 
In  August  1939  the  sales  were  ^160,  but 
in  the  same  month  of  1940  they  were  only 
^33.  The  turnover  in  August  of  the  present 
year  was  ^32.  After  discussing  the  position 
the  creditors  unanimously  decided  that  the 
voluntary  liquidation  of  the  company 
should  be  continued,  with  Mr.  Parkin  S. 
Booth  as  liquidator,  and,  as  committee  of  in- 
spection, Mr.  E.  Bouch  and  representatives 
of  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  and 
The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd. 
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FINES  FOR  "INVOICING  THROUGH" 


Fines  totalling  £5,500  were  imposed  at 
Woking  Police  Court  on  December  17  in 
connexion  with  breaches  of  the  Limitation 
?f  Supplies  Orders  by  A.  H.  Price  (Whole- 
sale Chemists),  Ltd.,  2  Guildford  Road, 
Woking.  The  company  was  fined  £1,000, 
md  three  directors  were  fined  as  follows : 
Barry  Meyer  Levin,  7  Richborough  Road, 
"ricklewood,  £2,000  ;  William  Henry  John- 
stone, Netherleigh,  Woking,  £1,500;  and 
fohn  Keall,  Axholme,  Chartfield  Avenue, 
3utney,  £1,000.  Pleas  of  guilty  were 
■eturned  to  ten  summonses  against  the  firm 
md  to  ten  summonses  against  each  of  the 
;hree  directors.  Ten  similar  summonses 
igainst  Dr.  Henry  George  Neilson,  Inchcape, 
Poking,  another  director,  who  pleaded  not 
guilty,  were  not  proceeded  with.  Mr. 
Dean  said  the  regulations  had  led  to  the 
growth  of  a  system  called  "invoicing 
;hrough"  and  this  was  the  basis  of  the 
tfhole  of  the  "quota  racket."  A  commission 
vas  paid  by  a  firm  which  had  exhausted  its 
imota  to  another  firm  which  had  a  quota 
ivailable.  The  latter  'firm  "had  only  to 
land  over  its  blank  invoices  and  watch  the 
noney  roll  into  its  lap." 

Returns  Asked  For 

The  defendant  company  applied  to  the 
Board  of  Trade,  in  June  1940,  for  registra- 
;ion  as  a  manufacturer  under  Class  16  of 
Controlled  goods,  In  September  1940,  it  was 
isked  to  make  a  return  of  goods  supplied 
luring  the  standard  period,  and  in  January 
[941  they  were  asked  for  a  further  return 
covering  1940.  No  returns  were  made,  and 
:he  Board  was  informed  that  they  could  not 
?e  given  owing'  to  the  destruction  of  the 
company's  records  by  enemy  action. 
I  The  directorate  of  the  company  was  the 
;ame  as  that  of  Woodlands  Chemists,  Ltd., 
imd  the  same  reason  was  put  forward  for 
naking  no  returns  in  their  case.  When 
Board  of  Trade  accountants  investigated, 
:he  turnover  figure  given  was  said  to  apply 
:o  both  companies.  It  was  denied  that 
iither  company  was  engaged  in  "invoicing 
:hrough"  transactions.  Mr.  Dean  submitted 
:hat  this  information  was  deliberately 
mtrue.  Messrs.  Price  were  not  trading  at 
ill  during  the  eighteen  months  concerned, 
>ut  both  companies  were  going  in  for 
'invoicing  through"  transactions.  Later, 
mother  accountant  saw  Levin,  who  said 
\  some  such  transactions  had  been  carried 
<  Dut  about  a  year  previously.  Mr.  Dean  said 
:hat  as  the  Price  organisation  had  been 


dormant  during  the  standard  periods  under 
the  Orders  it  was  prohibited  from  supplying 
goods  during  the  restricted  period. 

Details  of  Profits  Made 

Mr.  Dean  gave  the  following  details  of 
Class  16  goods  supplied  during  the  period 
of  the  first  Order  to  the  following  firms : 
Elizabeth  Arden,  goods  worth  £16,968, 
commission  5  per  cent.,  profit  £848; 
Pinaud,  Ltd.,  £177,  commission  20  per  cent., 
profit  £35;  Adelaide  Grey,  Ltd.,  £2,501, 
10  per  cent,  commission,  profit  £250. 
Under  the  second  Order :  Elizabeth  Arden, 
Ltd.,  £12,431,  5  per  cent,  commission  on 
£1,452  and  20  per  cent,  commission  on 
£10,979,  profit  £2,268;  Pinaud,  Ltd., 
£1,211,  20  per  cent,  commission,  profit 
£242;  Adelaide  Grey,  Ltd.,  £602,  10  per 
cent,  commission,  profit  £60.  The  total 
illegal  profit  was  £3,703.  From  the  use  of 
non-existent  quotas  the  company  made 
large  profits.  Mr.  Dean  said  this  was  not 
a  company  carrying  on  a  proper  business, 
but  a  company  brought  back  from  the  dead 
after  the  Orders  came  into  operation,  and 
the  "invoicing  through"  transactions  were 
the  only  ones  carried  out.  Defendants  had 
made  large  sums  of  money  by  doing  nothing 
except  hawking  round  mythical  quotas. 
He  submitted  that  the  company  set  out 
deliberately  to  contravene  the  Orders  to 
make  money,  regardless  of  the  effect  on 
the  war  effort.  The  large  illegal  profits 
were  made  at  the  expense  of  other  traders. 

The  Defence 

Mr.  C.  G.  Armstrong  Cowan,  for  the 
defence,  said  the  company  was  incorporated 
in  1935  and  was  a  retail  chemist's  business 
in  Woking  until  1939,  when  the  company, 
which  was  owned  by  Woodlands  Chemists, 
Ltd.,  was  constituted  as  a  wholesale  firm. 
That  was  six  months  before  any  orders 
were  issued.  The  businesses  were  carried 
on  together.  Defendants  refused  offers  to 
supply  from  their  quota  until  the  autumn 
of  1940,  when  their  offices  suffered  bomb 
damage.  This  made  it  difficult  to  supply 
the  returns  asked  for.  Later,  the  office 
records  were  destroyed  by  fire.  A  number 
of  shops  with  which  they  had  been  trading 
were  also  closed  owing  to  bombing,  and 
they  thought  they  had  a  certain  amount 
of  quota  available  and  still  unsold.  There 
was  no  intention  of  transgressing  the 
Orders.    But  for  a  misapprehension  they 
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would  never  have  considered  allowing  the 
quotas  to  be  used.  With  regard  to  the 
gross  profit  of  ^3,703,  the  whole  of  it  went 
in  the  expenses  of  the  business  and  on  the 
combined  business  there  was  a  loss  of 
^1,300  in  June  1941.  It  was  not  a  question 
of  trying  to  make  a  big  illegal  profit.  He 
pointed  out  that  ^10,500  of  the  money 
concerned  had  returned  to  the  Government 
through  purchase  tax,  and  there  was  also 
a  return  through  income  tax  and,  probably, 
excess  profits  tax,  with  regard  to  the 
directorate.  They  were  directors  because 
they  were  the  nominees  of  Woodlands, 
Ltd.  Mr.  Keall  had  no  active  part  in  the 
direction  of  Price's  and  had  no  knowledge 
of  what  was  being  done.  He  was  a  chemist. 
Mr.  Johnstone  was  also  a  chemist  and  had 


very  little  knowledge  of  what  was  beinj 
done  in  the  way  of  sales.  Mr.  Levin  wa| 
concerned  with  the  management  of  Price' 
business.  He  received  a  salary  from  Price's 
but  no  commission  on  profits.  Mr.  Levii 
thought  they  were  within  their  rights  ii 
making  the  sales.  Mr.  Cowan  submittee 
that  there  had  been  an  honest  mistake. 

Costs 

The  Bench  said  they  could  only  conside 
it  as  a  serious  matter.  It  must  be  clea 
that  transactions  on  the  scale  they  ha( 
heard  about  could  not  be  without  a  certaii 
effect  on  the  war  effort,  the  very  thinj 
that  these  orders  were  designed  to  prevent 
They  apportioned  costs  and  the  magistrate: 
allowed  twenty-eight  days  for  payment. 


JOHN  DAVIDSON-I8I8-I826 


In  an  article  entitled  "A  Family  Medicine 
Chest"  recently  published  in  the  C.  &>  D. 
(November  1,  p.  146),  there  was  a  reference 
to  "Davidson,  who  had  a  remarkable 
career."  Some  light  is  thrown  on  the  life 
of  this  pre-Victorian  pharmacist  by  a  series 
of  articles  in  the  "Court  Journal"  entitled 
"A  Sentimental  Journey  through  London." 
In  the  issue  dated  December  30,  1848, 
describing  New  Bond  Street,  the  writer 
proceeds:  ".  .  .  we  arrive  at  the  old- 
established  house  of  Savory  &  Moore, 
chemists  and  druggists— perhaps  the  most 
thoroughly  respectable  of  its  kind  in  London, 
and,  if  we  mistake  not,  the  origin  of  all  our 
similar  establishments,  on  a  great  and  com- 
manding scale.  We  have  a  personal 
recollection  connected  with  this  house, 
which  we  cannot  help  thinking  worth  record 
in  this  place,  because  it  relates  to  a  person 
whose  remarkable  career,  and  the  melan- 
choly close  of  it,  rendered  him,  in  some 
sort,  a  public  character.  At  the  date  of  our 
earliest  associations  with  the  firm  of  Savory 
&  Moore,  it  included  a  third  name — that  of 
Davidson;  and  the  character  of  the  estab- 
lishment at  that  period  may  be  judged  of, 
by  the  fact  that  the  father  of  the  young 
Davidson  of  whom  we  are  about  to  speak 
gave  ten  thousand  pounds  for  the  purchase 
of  his  son's  admission  as  junior  partner  in 
the  firm.  At  the  time  we  speak  of,  this 
young  man  was  remarkable  only  for  his 
extraordinary  personal  beauty,  and  the  dis- 
tinguished manners  and  bearing  which 
accompanied  it.  We  were  in  the  habit  of 
meeting  him  at  the  house  of  a  mutual  friend, 
and  have  no  recollection  of  having  seen, 
either  before  or  since,  so  noble  a  specimen 


of  'The  human  form  divine,'  not  ever 
among  the  highest  and  most  pure-bloodec 
of  our  English  aristocracy — who  are  th( 
finest  race  in  the  world,  in  this  particular 
And  yet  this  young  Davidson  was  the  sot 
of  a  tailor  !  ' ' 

Eastern  Wanderings 

"The  sequel  of  his  life  showed  that  h( 
had  a  soul  as  much  'Above  buttons'  as  hi; 
personal  gifts  were.  Not  long  after  the 
arrangement  just  alluded  to — which  secured 
to  him  a  fine  income,  and  a  gentlemanr) 
position  in  society,  where  his  noble  appear- 
ance, coupled  with  his  unassuming  and 
amiable  manners,  caused  him  to  be  admired 
by  all  who  knew  him — he  took  it  into  his 
head  to  grow  tired  of  the  world,  and  to  cut 
himself  off  from  all  connexion  with  it,  by 
betaking  himself  to  the  (at  that  time) 
almost  unheard-of  countries  in  the  interioi 
of  Asia  and  Africa.  Having  penetrated 
where  no  European  foot  had  trodden  before 
him,  and  resided  for  a  considerable  length 
of  time  among  savage  tribes,  or  in  theii 
immediate  vicinity,  he  returned  to  Europe, 
and  published  an  account  of  his  travels  and 
discoveries.  He  also,  if  we  remembei 
rightly,  delivered  some  public  lectures  in 
London  on  the  same  topics.  He  soon, 
however,  grew  tired  of  civilization,  and 
again  betook  himself  to  the  East — whence 
no  tidings  were  ever  again  heard  of  him, 
except  rumours,  which  afterwards  proved 
to  be  well-founded,  that  he  had  been  mur- 
dered in  the  Desert  by  some  of  the  native 
tribes,  with  a  view  to  the  property  that  he 
carried  with  him,  in  his  wild  and  wayward 
journeyings." — (J.  E.  Saul.)

The  Society  of  Apothecaries,  of  which  I 
have  the  honour  to  be  Master,  has  been 
associated  with  pharmacy  from  the  day  of 
its  inception,  when — breaking  away  from 
the  Grocers'  Company — it  obtained  a  Royal 
Charter  in  1617.  For  over  300  years  it 
collected,  dispensed  and  sold  drugs,  and 
only  in  1922  left  the  trade  to  become  a 
purely  professional  body ;  but  it  continues 
to  show  its  interest  by  conducting  an 
examination  for  Assistants  in  Dispensing, 
four  times  a  year.  The  value  of  holding  this 
certificate  is  obvious  to  girls  of  the  present 
day,  when  everyone  is  anxious  to  help. 

If  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  ever 
decides  to  write  a  history  of  pharmacy,  it 
will  find  important,  interesting  and  amusing 
details  in  the  Society's  library  wherein  are 
recounted  the  Apothecaries'  "herborising 
expeditions"  to  collect,  classify  and  use 
herbs  and-drugs.  These  expeditions  all  over 
England  were  real  adventures  in  those  days. 
Here  will  be  found  old  Herbals  and  books 
on  the  Chelsea  Physic  Garden,  where-  the 
Apothecaries  grew  the  trees,  plants  and 
herbs  for  their  products— which  they 
carried  by  their  barge  down  the  river 
'Thames  to  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  at 
Blackfriars.  The  Old  Hall,  burnt  down  in 
the  Great  Fire  of  1666,  was  rebuilt  the  next 
year  and  stands  today  unscathed — although 
surrounded  by  desolation. 

The  Chemist  and  Druggist  is  published 
for  "Retailer,  Wholesaler  and  Manufac- 
turer," among  whom  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall  stood  high  for  over  300  years  ;  and  the 
foregoing  evidence  of  our  common  interest 
lends  weight  to  our  felicitations.  Our  best 
wishes  for  1942  to  the  drug  trade,  and  our 
hope  that  it  may  continue  to  flourish.

By  means  of  a  process  known  as  Trapinex 
paint  printing,  old  publicity  matter  is 
capable  of  being  transformed  into  new,  to 
provide  novel  show  material  despite  the 
paper  shortage.  Showcards,  cut-outs,  metal 
plates  and  posters  are  entirely  or  partly 
overprinted  with    new  wording    or  new

designs.  New  slogans  may  be  incorporated 
to  obliterate  a  peace-time  size  or  price,  and 
disused  or  long-forgotten  advertising  ma- 
terial may  be  rejuvenated  and  given  a 
fresh  lease  of  life.  If  desired,  the  complete 
design  can  be  altered,  and 
when  this  is  done  the  poster 
or  showcard  is  rendered 
waterproof  and  becomes, 
in  effect,  a  painted  sign. 
The  process  is  in  most  of 
its  applications  rather 
more  costly  than  printing 
by  lithography,  but  a 
y-"-  Trapinex-treated  sheet  or 

It  4  i  card  will  stand  up  to  wear 

or  weather  very  much 
longer  than  one  that  has 
not  been  treated.  In  the 
long  run,  therefore,  the 
difference  in  cost  is  not 
important.  An  advantage 
of  the  method  is  that  the 
design  stands  out  in  brilli- 
ant relief.  To  be  econo- 
mic, use  of  the  Trapinex  process  demands 
substantial  numbers  of  items  to  be  over- 
printed. It  is  not,  therefore,  generally 
suitable  for  retailers,  but  for  manufacturers 
or  wholesalers  it  offers  possibilities. 


Paint  Transfers 

Another  speciality  of  the  proprietors 
(Trapinex,  Ltd.,  43  Commerce  Road, 
London,  N.22)  consists  of  the  Trapinex 
patented  paint  transfers.  These  are  mainly 
designed  for  advertising  on  shop  windows, 
where  they  can  play  an  important  part  in 
solving  the  problem  of 
paper  and  showcard  re- 
strictions. With  Trapinex 
paint  transfers,  advertise- 
ments can  be  applied  to 
shop  windows  in  full  colour 
and  in  brilliant  relief.  They 
are  simple  to  apply  and, 
once  in  position,  last  in- 
definitely. Being  paint- 
surfaced  they  always  look 
clean  and  bright.  Paint 
transfers  attach  themselves 
to  wooden  surfaces  as  effec- 
tively as  to  glass,  and  will 
not  wash  off  in  the  rain. 
Retailers  who  have  reduced 
the  effective  size  of  their 
windows  by  incorporating 
wooden  surrounds  can  thus  make  most 
profitable  use  of  them  to  derive  some 
advertising  advantage  from  what  is  other- 
wise a  distinct  disadvantage  in  display.

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RESERVATION  CHANGES 

Since  we  went  to  press  with  a  statement  on 
the  position  of  pharmacists  under  the 
Government's  latest  man-power  proposals 
(C.  Sf  D.,  December  20,  p.  361),  Mr.  H.  N. 
Linstead  (secretary,  Pharmaceutical  Soci- 
ety) has  notified  the  following  corrections  : — 

Paragraph  2. — Insert  at  end  of  first 
sentence  "immediately."  Delete  "he  is 
entitled  to  apply  for  deferment"  from  the 
second  sentence  and  insert  "application 
for  deferment  may  be  made." 

Paragraph  3. — Omit  the  whole  of  this 
paragraph  after  the  first  sentence  and  insert 
the  following:  "The  reference  in  the 
Schedule  relating  to  pharmacists  and  dis- 
pensers indicates  that  the  deferment  of 
men  under  twenty-five  will  not  be  permitted 
after  January  i,  1942.  The  Central  Phar- 
maceutical War  Committee  has,  however, 
made  its  recommendations  for  deferment 
on  the  assumption  that  certain  men  under 
twenty-five  can  be  deferred  and  the  Com- 
mittee has  not  been  notified  that  any  of 
its  recommendations  in  respect  of  these 
men  have  been  rejected.  In  these  circum- 
stances, pharmacists  and  dispensers  under 
twenty-five  who  have  been  granted  defer- 
ment may  assume  that  they  will  continue 
to  have  their  calling-up  deferred." 

Paragraph  5. — Insert  after  "apprentice 
or  student, "  "  The  reservation  of  all  students 
is  contingent  upon  their  producing  evidence 
that  they  are  members  of  a  senior  training 
corps  or  an  air  training  corps  ;  membership 
of  the  Home  Guard  or  of  a  civil  defence 
service  is  accepted  instead." 

Paragraph  7. — Third  sentence:  Delete 
"from  pharmacists  and  dispensers." 

Paragraph  8. — Omit  the  last,  two  dates 
in  each  column. 

Paragraph  10. — Last  line  should  read  "and 
her  civilian  national  registration  number." 

Paragraph  11. — This  should  read:  "Ex- 
isting Deferments. — All  existing  defer- 
ments made  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  Department  of 
Healfh  for  Scotland  after  consultation 
with  the  Central  Pharmaceutical  War 
Committee  and  the  Scottish  Committee 
can  be  assumed  to  remain  in  force." 

Paragraph  12. — Insert  after  side  heading, 
"See  paragraph  3." 

Paragraph  13. — The  end  of  the  first 
sentence  should  read  "should  not  ordinarily 
receive  a  summons,"  etc.  Second  sentence 
should  read  "If  they  do  so,  they  should  at 
once  inform  the  Central  Pharmaceutical 
War  Committee  or  Scottish  Central  Phar- 
maceutical War  Committee.

Beau  Galen 

We  refer  in  our  columns  this  week  (p.  386) 
to  one  John  Davidson,  who  made  a  brief 
excursion  into  fashionable  pharmacy  in 
1 8 18  by  purchasing  a  junior  partnership 
in  a  New  Bond  Street  house — described  by 
an  anonymous  writer  in  1848  as  "perhaps 
the  most  thoroughly  respectable  of  its  kind 
in  London"!  Decried  as  "the  son  of  a 
tailor,"  Davidson's  thoughts  were  not  only 
"above  buttons,"  in  .the  words  of  his 
biographer,  but  also,  apparently,  above 
pharmacy,  for,  except  for  the  income  it 
provided,  he  seems  to  have  had  little  inclina- 
tion to  become  a  distinguished  knight  of 
the  pestle.  It  is  recorded  that  on  two 
occasions  in  eight  years  he  betook  himself 
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to  the  hinterlands  of  Africa  and  the  then 
unknown  regions  of  Asia,  there  to  commune 
with  native  tribesmen.  It  is  a  far  cry  from 
the  pre-Victorian  resplendence  of  New 
Bond  Street  to  the  desolation  of  the  African 
swamp  and  the  Asiatic  desert.  Something 
pretty  violent  must  have  happened  to 
make  the  callisthenic  Davidson,  the  beau- 
ideal  of  his  time,  forsake  the  elegancies  of 
Mayfair  for  the  crudities  of  the  native  mud 
hut.  Perchance  it  was  the  heart  and  not 
the  mind  that  caused  Davidson  to  put  the 
world  behind  him.  It  may  well  have  been 
that  "the  suit"  of  this  .distinguished  "son 
of  a  tailor"  was  not  looked  upon  with 
favour  by  a  certain  "fayre  and  noble 
ladye,"  and  it  is  perhaps  to  his  credit  that 
he  sought  forgetfulness  abroad  rather  than 
in  the  opiates  to  which  his  acquired  part- 
nership gave  him  access. 

Diamidino-stilbene  in  Kala-azar 

The  success  of  experiments  with  diamidino- 
stilbene  in  the  treatment  of  kala-azar  was 
discussed  recently  in  an  editorial  article 
in  the  "British  Medical  Journal"  (No- 
vember 29,  p.  774).  Arising  out  of  work 
by  Lourie  and  Barrington  Yorke  (Liverpool 
School  of  Tropical  Medicine),  certain  aro- 
matic diamidines  were  found  to  exhibit 
remarkable  trypanocidal  activity,  single 
injections  of  a  small  fraction  of  the  tolerated 
doses  sufficing  to  cure  infected  laboratory 
animals.  The  most  active  were  4 :  4'- 
diamidino-stilbene,  4 :  4'-diamidino-diphen- 
oxypropane,  and  4 :  4/-diamidino-diphen- 
oxy-pentane.  Some  of  these  compounds 
were  found  to  exhibit  also  a  curative  action 
in  Babesia  canis  infections  of  dogs,  and  it 
was  decided  to  try  the  new  compounds  in 
man,  diamidino-stilbene  being  administered 
to  a  severe  case  of  Indian  kala-azar.  The 
patient  was  apparently  cured  after  a  course 
of  eight  daily  injections  of  1  mgm.  per  kilo 
of  body  weight.  Later,  the  compounds  were 
successfully  used  on  a  series  of  patients 
suffering  from  Sudan  leishmaniasis,  some 
of  whom  had  relapsed  after  previous 
treatment  with  antimony.  The  size  of  the 
individual  dose  given  varied  between  i-o 
and  2-5  mgm.  per  kilo  of  body  weight,  and 
apparently  at  least  thirty  injections  were 
necessary  to  produce  a  cure. 
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The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary 
and  Year  Book,  1942 

The  extremely  difficult  conditions  in  which 
pharmacists,  particularly  those  in  retail 
business,  operate  today  are  at  once  reflected 
and  eased  by  the  literary  contents  of  the 
seventy-fourth  C.  &>  D.  Diary  and  Year 
Book,  1942,  which  has  .just  been  published. 
The  volume  contains,  for  example,  an  in- 
valuable summary  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act,  1941,  with  notes  on  and 
examples  of  methods  of  labelling  under 
the  Act.  Limitation  of  Supplies,  one  of 
the  most  anxious  problems,  perhaps,  that 
the  chemist,  even  more  than  most  other 
traders,  has  to  contend  with,  is  concisely 
summarised  so  far  as  it  affects  sales  of 
cosmetics.  Another  new  feature  is  a  guide 
— and  how  necessary  it  is ! — to  the  prices 
of  proprietary  medicines  which,  because 
they  formerly  bore  medicine-duty  stamps, 
are  now  retailed  at  prices  that  have  been 
adjusted  by  a  method  foreign  to  retail 
business  before  it  was  introduced  during 
the  present  war  by  the  Central  Price 
Regulation  Committee.  An  article  on 
patents  and  trade  marks  includes  a  brief 
explanation  of  the  recent  enactment  re- 
lating to  enemy-owned  patents,  designs, 
copyright  and  trade  marks.  The  C.  &>  D. 
Dispensing  Price  List,  the  authoritative 
guide  to  correct  pricing  of  prescriptions, 
has  for  the  first  time  been  incorporated  in 
the  Diary.  Finally  there  are  the  usual 
important  features  :  Drug  Trade  Organisa- 
tions and  Secretaries,  Public  Offices  and 
Associations,  Buyers'  Guide,  summary  of 
poisons  and  dangerous  drugs  legislation, 
Import  Duties,  list  of  Export  Groups,  and 
the  rest.

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 


Restoration  of  Pre-War  Trade  Practices. — 

A  Bill,  "to  make  provision  with  respect 
to  the  restoration  after  the  war  period  of 
trade  practices  obtaining  before  that 
period  "  was  presented  by  Mr.  Ernest  Bevin, 
supported  by  Mr.  Herbert  Morrison,  Mr.  T. 
Johnston,  Mr.  Ernest  Brown,  the  Attorney- 
General,  Mr.  Assheton,  Mr.  Hicks  and 
Mr.  Tomlinson  on  December  17,  and  ordered 
to  be  read  a  second  time  upon  the  next 
Sitting  Day.  Copies  may  be  obtained  from 
H.M.  Stationery  Office,  York  House,  Kings- 
way,  London,  W.C.2,  price  2d. 

Basic  Period. — Mr.  Higgs  asked  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  De- 
cember 16  whether  he  was  aware  that  the 
selection  of  the  period  December  1,  1940, 
to  October  23,  1941,  as  a  basic  period  of  the 
Location  of  Retail  Businesses  Order, 
replaced  the  period  hitherto  used  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  in  connexion  with  their 
Limitation  of  Supplies  Order,  which  was 
June  1,  1939,  to  May  31,  1940,  and  that  it 
had  been  as  a  consequence  of  the  Limitation 
of  Supplies  Order  that  traders  unable  to 
secure  goods  limited  under  the  order  had 
turned  to  the  sale  of  medicines,  etc.,  which 
were  not  limited,  and  whether  he  could 
see  his  way  clear  to  revert  to  the  original 
period. 

Sir  A.  Duncan:  I  am  not  prepared  to 
adopt  my  hon.  Friend's  suggestion.  The 


basic  period  of  the  Location  of  Retail 
Businesses  Order,  1941,  was  fixed  after 
careful  consideration  of  all  the  circum- 
stances as  the  period  which  would  be  most 
generally  equitable. 

Chemists  in  Administrative  Posts. — Mr. 

Liddall  asked  the  Parliamentary  Secretary 
to  the  Ministry  of  Supply  on  December  17, 
how  many  chemists  were  employed  in 
administrative  posts  in  his  Department, 
and  how  many  of  these  were  unpaid. 

The  Joint  Parliamentary  Secretary  to 
the  Ministry  of  Supply  (Mr.  Harold  Mac- 
millan)  i  No  statistics  are  available  to 
show  how  many  persons  in  administrative 
posts  on  the  staff  of  the  Ministry  of  Supply 
hold  qualifications  as  chemists.  The  number 
of  senior  officers  with  one  or  other  of  the 
recognised  chemical  qualifications  who  were 
engaged  on  that  account  and  are  mainly 
employed  in  functions  of  an  administrative 
character  is  approximately  seventeen.  Of 
these,  seven  receive  no  salary  from  Ministry 
of  Supply  funds.  ...  I  have  found  it  a  little 
difficult  to  answer  the  question  precisely, 
because  I  am  not  sure  what  is  the  precise 
connotation  of  the  word  "chemist." 

Sir  Francis  Fremantle  :  Does  this  include 
pharmacists  and  those  responsible,  there- 
fore, for  medical  supplies  ? 

Mr.  Macmillan :  That  was  one  of  the 
difficulties  to  which  I  was  calling  attention: 
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EDINBURGH  EVENING  MEETING 


The  opening  meeting  of  the  present  session 
of  the  North  British  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  was  held  in  Edinburgh, 
recently,  Mr.  W.  F.  Hay  (chairman  of 
the  Executive)  presiding.  The  speaker  was 
Mr.  David  Campbell,  M.C.,  M.A.,  M.D., 
B.Sc.  (Professor  of  materia  medica,  Univer- 
sity of  Aberdeen),  who  took  as  his  subject 
"The  Progress  of  Medical  Science."  An 
outline  of  the  address  is  given  below. 

Public  Criticism  of  Orthodox  Medicine 

Between  £io  and  ^30  millions  are  spent 
each  year  by  the  people  of  these  islands  on 
proprietary  medicines,  almost  as  much  as 
is  expended  during  the  same  period  on  the 
whole  municipal  and  voluntary  hospitals 
of  the  country.  We  know  that  to  the 
average  man  treatment  is  the  beginning 
and  end  of  the  medical  art ;  we  can  under- 
stand, therefore,  why  no  branch  of  medicine 
is  so  much  criticised  as  therapeutics.  We 
should  not  forget  that  even  today  those 
who  are  irrational — and  many  of  us  are 
irrational  when  we  are  tortured  by  disease 
or  the  fear  of  death — cling  just  a  little  to 
a  faith  in  magic.  We  still  like  to  think  that 
there  must  be  something  to  charm  away 
our  pain,  that  perhaps  the  mysterious 
patent  medicine  may  bring  about  a  mira- 
culous cure.  In  medicine  it  took  an  un- 
usually long  time  for  man  to  realise  that 
to  call  normal  phenomena  natural,  and 
abnormal  supernatural  or  divine,  introduces 
an  absurd  dualism.  Gradually,  however, 
the  conception  of  the  supernatural  nature 
of  disease  began  to  lose  its  hold  on  men's 
minds.  Modern  medical  science  is  the 
negation  of  all  systems  and  doctrines ;  yet 
it  must  have  its  broad  generalisations  from 
observed  facts  if  it  is  to  advance  at  all. 
To  three  of  these  theories,  the  germ  theory, 
the  endocrine  theory,  and  the  vitamin 
theory,  I  would  now  direct  attention. 

The  Germ  Theory 

Until  the  work  of  Pasteur  founded  the 
new  science  of  bacteriology,  preventive 
medicine  could  not  be  based  on  anything 
but  pure  empiricism.  Then  the  life  history 
of  the  minute  and  microscopic  causes  of 
disease  was  studied,  and  methods  were  de- 
vised to  protect  man  against  attack.  The 
prophylactic  or  preventive  value  of  vaccines 
in  a  few  diseases,  especially  typhoid  fever, 
has  been  abundantly  proved.  It  must  not 
be  assumed,  however,  that  the  method  of 
vaccination  at  present  available  is  equally 


effective  in  the  prevention  of  all  infective 
diseases.  That  could  hardly  be  expected 
of  it.  For  while  some  diseases  like  typhoid 
fever  rarely  attack  the  same  person  twice, 
others,  such  as  pneumonia,  erysipelas, 
influenza,  and  our  old  enemy  the  common 
cold,  can  make  repeated  attacks  on  us.  We 
develop  little  or  no  immunity  to  them,  or 
the  immunity  is  short-lived.  Nor  must  it 
be  thought  that  the  employment  of  vaccines 
in  the  treatment,  as  opposed  to  the  pre- 
vention, of  disease  is  effective.  It  has  never 
appeared  to  me  sensible  to  suppose  that  you 
can  cure  a  patient  of  one  disease  by  giving 
him  simultaneously  a  mild  attack  of  the 
same  disease.  In  fact,  specific  vaccine 
therapy  is  based  on  a  hypothesis  which 
has  never  been  verified. 

Immunisation 

Another  development  in  the  prevention 
and  treatment  of  infectious  disease  came 
with  Von  Behring's  discovery  of  antitoxic 
serum.  Here  again,  the  hope  that  most 
infectious  diseases  could  be  treated  in  this 
way  has  not  been  realised.  We  have  to 
recognise,  too,  that  the  prospect  of  further 
success  by  the  immunological  methods  of 
vaccines  and  serums  in  the  prevention 
and  cure  of  disease  is  in  all  probability 
strictly  limited.  The  resistance  the  body 
develops  naturally  to  certain  diseases  is 
transient,  or  even  evanescent,  and  in 
these  diseases  we  probably  cannot  hope  for 
any  great  artificial  augmentation  of  im- 
munity, where  nature  itself  is  so  powerless. 

Specific  Remedial  Agents 

But  there  is  another  method  of  attack : 
the  employment  of  specific  remedial  agents. 
Before  the  days  of  the  germ  theory  a  few 
of  these  were  known.  Cinchona  bark  was 
discovered  by  the  native  Indians  of  Peru 
several  centuries  ago,  and  both  it  and  its 
most  important  alkaloid,  quinine,  had  been 
employed  in  the  sound  and  successful 
treatment  of  malaria.  The  same  can  be 
said  of  ipecacuanha  in  the  treatment  of 
amcebic  dysentery,  and  possibly  of  mercury 
in  syphilis.  But  until  the  germ  theory  was 
developed  there  was  no  rational  basis  for 
the  employment  of  these  drugs,  and  no 
organised  method  was  available  to  seek 
for  others.  Then  Ehrlich  started  his  sys- 
tematic search  for  "magic  bullets"  to  kill 
microbes.  As  a  result,  chemical  substances 
of  the  greatest  value  have  been  added  to 
the  pharmacopoeia — the  organic  arsenicals 
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and  bismuth  in  the  treatment  of  syphilis 
and  other  spirochaetal  diseases ;  antimony 
in  certain  tropical  infections;  and  two 
drugs  which  appear  in  the  latest  official 
addendum  to  the  B.P. :  mepacrine,  which 
rivals  quinine  in  the  treatment  of  malaria, 
and  pamaquine,  which  has  a  special  action 
not  possessed  by  quinine  against  the  para- 
site in  one  stage  of  its  life  cycle.  For  a  time 
it  appeared  as  if  the  triumphs  of  chemo- 
therapy were  to  be  limited  to  the  protozoal 
diseases.  The  bacterial  diseases,  which 
constitute  most  of  the  infections  of  mankind, 
seemed  impregnable  to  attack.  But  the 
citadel  has  fallen,  and  in  the  last  few  years 
drugs  of  the  sylphonamide  group  have  gone 
from  one  success  to  another.  The  treatment 
of  puerperal  fever,  septicaemia,  pneumo- 
coccal infections,  cerebro-spinal  meningitis, 
gonorrhoea,  and  other  diseases,  has  been 
revolutionised.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
manufacturing  chemists  of  this  country  will 
be  stimulated  by  these  successes,  and  will 
play  an  increasing  part  in  the  development 
of  an  aspect  of  medical  science  which 
deserves  to  be  called  a  hope  of  mankind. 

Endocrine  Theory 

Another  direction  in  which  medicine  has 
advanced  is  based  on  the  theory  of  hor- 
mones or  internal  secretions.  Some  of  the 
fundamental  facts  regarding  the  suprarenal 
glands  were  determined  in  the  middle  of 
last  century  by  Addison  from  his  study  of 
the  disease  that  bears  his  name.  It  was  the 
work  of  clinicians  on  goitre  that  opened  up 
the  field  of  thyroid  physiology;  and  our 
first  substantial  knowledge  of  the  functions 
of  the  pituitary  gland  came  from  Pierre 
Marie  in  connexion  wfth  his  observations 
in  acromegaly.  We  are  now  faced  with  the 
astonishing  fact  that  our  bodies  contain  a 
number  of  drug  factories,  each  of  which  is 
capable  of  producing  some  of  the  most 
powerful  drugs  known  to  mankind.  Many 
of  these  have  been  obtained  in  pure  crystal- 
line form  (adrenaline,,  thyroxine,  insulin, 
oestrone,  progesterone,  acetylcholine),  and 
most  of  them  can  now  be  made  in  the 
chemist's  laboratory. 

Vitamins 

No  one  denies  nowadays  the  existence 
and  importance  of  vitamins.  But  the 
problem  which  often  puzzles  the  ordinary 
medical  man  and  the  layman  is  how  much 
he  can  use  them  with  advantage  in  his  own 
practice  or  in  his  own  diet.  The  gross 
deficiency  diseases  apart,  what  evidence  is 
there  that  lesser  degrees  of  ill-health  are 
due  to  some  minor  defects  in  vitamin 


intake?  It  appears  to  be  a  fact  that  the 
diet  of  the  proletariat  in  great  industrial 
centres  contains  a  minimal  amount  of 
vitamins,  because  they  are  chiefly  found 
in  such  foodstuffs  as  eggs,  butter,  animal 
fats,  fish  oils,  fruit,  and  fresh  vegetables — 
all  expensive  articles  which  the  poorer 
classes  can  seldom  afford  to  buy  in  any 
quantity.  It  is  well  known  also  that  ill- 
health  is  greatest  among  the  poorest  classes 
of  the  community.  Is  there  any  relationship 
between  these  two  facts?  It  would  be 
unwise  to  be  dogmatic  on  the  point,  for 
many  factors  other  than  food  play  a  part 
in  the  incidence  of  disease.  One  thing 
however  is  certain.  The  problem  will  only 
be  solved  by  feeding  the  people  properly, 
not  by  dosing  them  with  the  vitamin  con- 
centrates that  abound  today.  The  pure 
crystalline  vitamins  and  the  vitamin 
concentrates  should  be  left  to  the  doctor 
to  use  as  therapeutic  agents  in  definite 
diseases. 

N.P.U.  CHAIRMAN  AT 
BIRKENHEAD 

The  chairman  of  the  National  Pharmaceut- 
ical Union  (Mr.  A.  Dobson),  addressing  a 
meeting  of  the  Birkenhead  and  Wirrall 
Pharmacists'  Association,  recently,  out- 
lined the  case  that  was  being  pleaded 
that  day,  by  an  N.P.U.  deputation  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  for  revising  National 
Health  Insurance  dispensing  fees. 

Case  for  Increased  N.H.I.  Fees 

Points  stressed  were  the  substantial 
increase  in  overhead  charges,  the  cost  of 
war-risk  insurance,  fire-watching,  air-raid 
precautions,  wages  increases,  and  the  extra 
value  of  materials  used  in  dispensing, 
entailing  the  employment  of  additional 
capital.  ^500,000  was  the  estimated  extra 
Value  of  goods  carried  in  15,000  chemists' 
shops  in  March  1941  compared  with  March 
1939.  The  value  of  labour  would,  owing  to 
war  conditions,  continue  to  increase.  The 
raising  of  the  income  limits  for  compulsory 
insurance  would  increase  N.H.I,  dispensing 
and  reduce  private  dispensing. 

The  North  Staffordshire  Branch  of  the 
N.P.U.  submitted  the  terms  of  a  communi- 
cation it  had  sent  to  M.P.'s  asking  that 
the  basic  period  under  the  Limitation  of 
Supplies  Order  should  be  amended  to 
embrace  a  more  recent  trading  period.  It 
was  also  suggested  that  stores  should  not 
be  permitted  to  sell  goods  which  were  not 
retailed  in  the  prior  period.  The  meeting 
expressed  sympathy  with  these  views. 
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At  the  annual  election  of  office-bearers  of 
the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association,  held  in 
Belfast  on  December  2,  Mr.  P.  R.  W. 
Shinner  was  appointed  President.  The 
outgoing  president  (Mr.  R.  A.  McEwen), 
after  welcoming  Mr.  E.  J.  Crawford,  the 
representative  of  Grattan  &  Co.,  expressed 
appreciation  of  the  loyal  way  in  which  the 
executive  committee  had  supported  him 
during  the  year.  When  he  had  taken  office 
he  had  done  so  with  some  trepidation,  on 
account  of  the  great  amount  of  work  that 
had  to  be  undertaken,  but  it  had  not  proved 
such  an  ordeal  after  all.  He  owed  a  special 
word  of  thanks  to  his  predecessor  (Mr.  John 
McDowell)  for  advice  and  help  on  many 
occasions,  and  also  to  their  energetic 
secretary  (Mr.  James  McClenahan). 

The  New  President 

In  proposing  Mr.  Shinner  as  president  it 
was  not,  said  Mr.  McEwen,  necessary  for 
him  to  enumerate  his  many  good  qualities. 
He  was  well  fitted  for  the  position  both  by 
experience  and  ability,  and  had  served  the 
Association  for  some  years  as  secretary. 
When  he  undertook  anything  he  did  it  with 
enthusiasm  and  thoroughness,  and  was  well 
informed  on  everything  connected  with 
their  profession.  His  great  initiative  and 
buoyancy  of  spirit  would  inspire  and 
encourage  them,  and  perhaps  lead  them 
into  new  paths. 

Mr.  A.  Steede,  seconding,  said  Mr. 
Shinner  and  he  drew  their  customers  from 
the  same  parish :  he  had  found  him  a 
splendid  neighbour — after  a  misfortune  to 
the  speaker  in  an  air  raid  Mr.  Shinner  had 
for  almost  a  month  done  all  the  dis- 
pensing. During  that  period  he  did  not 
lose  a  single  customer. — The  motion  was 
passed  unanimously. 

Mr.  Shinner,  returning  thanks,  said  the 
honour  was  one  which  he  would  always 
cherish.  The  position  carried  with  it  a 
responsibility  which  could  neither  be 
evaded  nor  circumvented,  for  it  was  laid 
down  that  "he  who  would  be  chief  among 
them  must  be  servant  of  all."  There  was, 
however,  the  compensating  feature  that^ 
with  the  support  of  such  an  executive  the 
president's  responsibility  became  a  pleasure. 
There  were  no  drones  on  the  committee, 
which  was  out  to  secure  pharmacy  for  the 
pharmacist,  to  secure  better  conditions  for 
all  engaged  in  the  craft,  and  to  promote 
fellowship  and  goodwill  not  only  between 


pharmacists  themselves  but  also  between 
that  body  and  kindred  associations.  He 
would  consider  it  his  duty  to  see  that  the 
team  spirit  so  auspiciously  and  successfully 
inaugurated  by  his  predecessors  would  be 
fostered,  developed,  and  given  full  scope. 
It  would  be  his  concern  to  see  that  the 
same  degree  of  good  fellowship  was  fostered 
between  their  Association  and  other  bodies 
representing  the  profession.  There  had 
never  been  a  time  when  a  united  front  was 
more  imperatively  necessary.

Mr.  Walter  C.  Tate,  whose  father  was 
president  of  the  Association  for  a  period  of 
five  years,  was  appointed  Vice-president, 
and  the  other  appointments  were :  Secre- 
taries, Messrs.  T.  A.  Gibson  and  R.  Gibson  ; 
Treasurer,  Mr.  William  T.  Rankin;  Au- 
ditors, Messrs.  A.  E.  Davis  and  J.  Macauley ; 
representative  to  the  Ulster  Tourist  Devel- 
opment Association,  Mr.  Tate;  repre- 
sentatives to  the  Belfast  Chamber  of  Trade, 
Messrs.  C.  Abernethy  and  J.  Macauley. 
A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  McEwen  for  his 
efficient  year's  work  was  moved  by  Mr. 
John  McDowell.  The  new  president  said 
the  Association  owed  Mr.  McEwen  a  deep 
debt  of  gratitude ;  the  treasurer,  secretary, 
and  other  office-bearers  were  also  cordially 
thanked  for  their  services. 

The  committee  received  a  communication 
from  the  Customs  authorities  in  regard  to 
purchase  tax,  and  asked  the  emergency 
committee  to  consider  the  matter  and  report.

CEYLON'S  EXPORT  TRADE 

In  a  review  of  Ceylon  trade  during  two  years 
of  war,  the  "Ceylon  Trade  Journal"  notes 
that  gains  have  been  recorded  in  the  export 
of  such  commodities  as  cinnamon,  citronella 
oil,  papain  and  cardamoms,  but  that  the 
war  has  badly  hit  the  island's  trade  in 
coconut  products.  After  tea,  rubber  is 
Ceylon's  largest  contribution  to  the  war 
effort,  and  exports  of  this  accounted  for 
nearly  a  third  of  .the  value  of  exports  during 
the  second  year  of  war.  Coconut  products, 
which  accounted  for  over  12  per  cent,  of  the 
value  of  total  exports  in  peace-time,  were 
only  a  little  over  5  per  cent,  of  the  second 
year's  total.  Copra  exports,  which  declined 
in  the  first  year  of  war,  recovered  in  the 
second,  registering  a  gain  of  Rupees  3-6 
million  on  the  peace-time  figures.  Exports 
of  desiccated  coconut,  on  the  other  hand, 
declined  by  83  per  cent,  in  the  two  war 
years,  and  the  loss  in  value  amounted  to 
over  Rs.  5^  million.

Price  Regulation  Committees. — Regu- 
lations issued  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
recently  (S.R.  &  O.,  1941,  No.  1978) 
define  the  composition  and  powers  of  the 
central  and  local  price  regulation  com- 
mittees, and  set  out  the  procedure  to  be 
followed  when  complaints  are  made  of 
contravention  of  the  Prices  of  Goods  Acts. 
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Canadian  production  of  chemicals  and 
allied  products  in  1940  was  the  highest 
recorded.  Preliminary  statistics  for  the  year 
place  the  value  of  output  at  $184,152,900, 
or  15  per  cent,  above  that  of  1939,  states  a 
report  of  the  Industrial  Reference  Service 
of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce. 
New  chemical  plants  were  established  at  a 
number  of  strategic  locations  during  the 
year.  Business  activity  in  Canada  in  1940 
reached  the  highest  level  on  record.  The 
advance  was  continuous  throughout  the 
year,  the  index  having  risen  from  138-6  in 
January  to  152-5  in  December.  The  index 
of  employment  in  the  chemicals  and  allied 
products  group  averaged  197.3  in  1940,  as 
against  161-9  in  1939- 


Special  Developments 

Manufacturing  facilities  were  enlarged  in 
a  number  of  industrial  chemical  lines  during 
1940.  Manufacture  of  zinc  chloride  from 
Canadian  raw  materials  was  undertaken  for 
the  first  time.  Production  of  ammonium 
chloride  and  sodium  sulphate,  neither  of 
which  had  been  made  in  Canada  prior  to 
1940,  was  started.  A  sulphuric  acid  plant 
is  under  construction  in  Quebec.  Of  the 
nineteen  projects  in  the  $105,000,000 
programme  administered  by  the  Allied  War 
Supplies  Corporation,  ten  are  already  in 
production  and  four  others  will  be  pro- 
ducing by  midyear.  Plant  construction  is 
represented  as  being  70  per  cent,  completed.

Chemical  Expansion  Programme 

Imports  of  chemicals  and  allied  products, 
valued  at  $51,824,000  in  1940,  increased  18-6 
per  cent,  over  the  $43,705,900  value  in 
1939.  Exports  advanced  to  $31,222,800 
from  *$24,263,30o,  a  gain  of  29  per  cent. 
As  one  phase  of  its  war  effort,  Canada  has 
undertaken  an  extensive  expansion  pro- 
gramme for  the  manufacture  of  explosives 
and  chemicals.  Most  of  the  new  works 
were  still  in  the  construction  stage  at  the 
year-end ;  nevertheless  the  expansion  of 
existing  plants  added  substantially  to 
chemical  production  in  1940. 


started  in  the  first  of  three  plants  which  are 
being  constructed  to  supply  this  raw  material 
for  the  manufacture  of  explosives.  To 
expand  its  already  large  output  of  calcium 
cyanamide,  the  largest  manufacturer  of  this 
product  added  materially  to  his  plant 
capacity  as  a  war  measure. 

Not  only  was  there  a  gain  in  total  pro- 
duction of  chemicals  and  allied  products  in 
1940  to  $184,152,900  as  compared  with  1939, 
but  each  of  the  thirteen  industries  classified 
in  the  group  registered  gains,  according  to 
figures  released  in  June  by  the  Department  of 
Trade  and  Commerce  Census  of  Industry. 
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Gains  ranged  from  2  per  cent,  in  soaps  to 
36-4  per  cent,  in  coal-tar  distillation. 

Production  of  compressed  gases  in  1940 
was  valued  at  $4,926,847,  compared  with 
$4,009,829  in  1939  and  $3,754,000  in  1938. 
The  chief  products  of  the  industry  in  1939 
were  oxygen,  acetylene,  and  carbon  di- 
oxide, in  cylinders.  The  output  of  oxygen 
increased  8  per  cent,  in  1939,  to  189,031,000 
cubic  feet;  of  acetylene  7  per  cent.,  to 
48,616,000  feet;  and  of  carbon  dioxide 
7  per  cent.,  to  7,682,000  lb.  Output  of 
hydrogen  rose  44  per  cent,  to  50,498,000 
cubic  feet.  Aqueous  ammonia,  anhydrous 
ammonia,  solid  carbon  dioxide,  nitrogen, 
and  nitrous  oxide  were  other  products  of 
the  compressed-gas  industry.

peak  exceeded  the  previous  record  high  of 

1939  by  $8,118,200,  or  18-5  per  cent. 
The  United  States  continued  to  be  by  far 
the  principal  foreign  supplier,  furnishing 
80  per  cent,  of  the  total.  Although  total 
imports  of  chemicals  and  allied  products  in 

1940  increased  by  18-5  per  cent,  over  those 
of  1939,  such  imports  from  the  United 
States  increased  35  per  cent.  Imports  from 
the  United  Kingdom,  which  in  1939 
increased  over  those  of  the  preceding  year, 
made  a  further  (but  slight)  gain  in  1940.

With  the  approach  of  the  Christmas  season 
and  the  end  of  the  year,  business  in  most 
markets  is,  as  usual,  showing  signs  of  slow- 
ing down,  and  little  is  to  be  expected  in  the 
way  of  further  activity  until  the  New  Year. 
Few  price  movements  of  importance  have 
occurred  since  our  last  report,  but  the 
general  tone  throughout  is  firm.  In  Phar- 
maceutical Chemicals  makers  and  dealers 
speak  of  a  quiet,  steady  demand,  and  values 
show  little  change  from  the  figures  given 
last  week. 

Crude  Drugs 

Demand  for  drugs  has  again  been  quietly 
steady,  business  in  some  items  being  still 
severely  restricted  on  account  of  lack  of 
supplies.  Prices  on  the  whole  are  at  about 
the  levels  last  recorded,  and  the  general 
tone  is  firm.  Small  supplies  of  Kobe  Agar 
continue  to  change  hands,  the  paucity  of 
present  stocks  making  any  substantial 
turnover  impossible.  Sumatra  Benzoin 
remains  in  good  inquiry,  and  prices  are  at 
the  advanced  levels  noted  recently.  No 
improvement  is  evident  in  the  supply 
position  of  Cascara  sagrada,  and  only 
small  quantities  are  available  to  meet  the 
keen  demand.  Available  spot  supplies  of 
Colocynth  are  firmly  held.  -Ipecacuanha 
remains  firm  and  in  good  inquiry.  Holders 
of  small  stocks  of  Lobelia  herb  are  firmly 
held.  The  Control  of  Rubber  (No.  i)  Order, 
1941,  which  came  into  force  on  December 
12,  covers  the  acquisition  and  disposal  of 
crude  rubber,  liquid  latex,  gutta  percha 
and  balata. 

Essential  Oils 

The  markets  in  essential  and  fixed  oils 
have  remained  quiet.  Values  of  Bay  are 
steady  at  previously  quoted  figures.  Caju- 
put  is  firm  but  unchanged.  Inquiry  for 
Cassia  has  again  been  good,  though  spot 
stocks  appear  to  be  non-existent.  Spot 
values  of  Cedarwood  are  nominal.  Cinna- 
mon leaf  remains  firm  at  the  higher  figure 
recently  noted.  No  further  changes  have 
been  notified  in  the  price  of  English- 
distilled  Clove.  British  makers  of  synthetic 
Mustard  report  fair  business.  Mysore 
Sandalwood  is  at  the  higher  figure  noted 
last  week.  Wormseed  is  also  dearer.

assuredly  be  .  necessary.  At  present  the 
fact  that  P.A.T.A.  terms  are  supported 
is  a  point  which  must  give  to  chemists  the 
satisfaction  and  pride  that  this  section  of 
official  trading  is  strong  enough  to  demand 
enforcement.  While  this  holds  we  cannot 
complain  too  bitterly.  Against  any  strong 
C.F.  or  own  manufacturers'  scheme  at  the 
present  moment  is  the  fact  that  raw  ma- 
terials, packings,  etc.,  are  restricted  and 
rationed.  Also  shortage  of  assistants  would 
not  allow  chemists  to  give  their  attention 
to  such  a  scheme.  When  peace  returns,  by 
all  means  let  us  have  a  pharmacy-for-the- 
pharmacist  campaign — one  in  which  we 
have  the  courage  of  our  convictions  and 
not,  as  Mr.  Blore's  last  point  suggests, 
serving  proprietaries  from  under  the 
counter.  Does  not  this  remind  pharmacists 
of  a  previous  official  boycott  which  failed 
miserably  ?

Effervescent  Powders. — M.  C.  (Northern 
Ireland). — Various  substances  may  be  used 
in  place  of  tartaric  acid  to  create  efferves- 
cence, but  the  use  of  any  of  them  obviously 
precludes  you  from  using  the  description 
seidlitz  powders.  Whether  any  of  them 
are  more  readily  obtainable  than  tartaric 
acid  itself  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  know. 
The  following  is  a  list,  taken  from  Phar- 
maceutical Formulas,  Vol.  II,  of  acid 
powders  which  produce  an  effervescence 
with  sodium  bicarbonate,  together  with 
the  amount  of  each  in  grains  required  to 
neutralise  one  avoirdupois  ounce  (437^ 
grains)  of  sodium  bicarbonate : — 

Acid  ammonium  phosphate,  gr.  302 ;  acid 
calcium  phosphate,  gr.  330;  acid  potassium 
phosphate,  gr.  354 ;  acid  sodium  phosphate, 
gr.  418;  acid  potassium  sulphate,  i£  oz. 
42  grains ;  acid  sodium  sulphate,  dried,  1  oz. 
188  grains  ;  citric  acid,  gr.  380 ;  cream  of  tartar, 
2  oz.  gr.  120. 

Toilet  Requisites.— R.  S. — Emery  mani- 
cure boards  and  orange  sticks  are  controlled 
in  Class  14  under  the  Limitation  of  Supplies 
(Miscellaneous)  (No.  13)  Order,  1941,  sub- 
ject to  the  quota,  which  is  25  per  cent. 
Styptic  pencils  in  plastic  cases  are  controlled 
in  Class  14,  while  styptic  pencils  in  cases 
other  than  plastic  or  papier  mache  would 
not  be  controlled.  Small  tooth  combs  and 
tweezers  are  not  controlled  under  the  above 
Order.  None  of  the  above  articles  is 
controlled  under  the  Limitation  of  Supplies 
(Toilet  Preparations)  Order,  1941.

Dissolve  the  lecithin  in  the  carbon  tetra- 
chloride. Dissolve  the  cholesterin  in  the 
alcohol  and  add  the  perfume,  then  add  the 
lecithin  solution,  the  glycerin  and  the 
water.

Profits  of  Partnership. — D.   A.  J. — For 

tax  purposes,  wages  paid  to  the  mother  of 
one  of  the  partners  must  not  be  deducted 
in  determining  the  profits  of  the  partnership. 
On  the  other  hand,  in  determining  the  net 
profits  for  the  purpose  of  dividing  them 
between  the  partners,  wages  paid  to  the 


mother  are  deducted.  Ultimately  the  assess- 
ment on  the  partnership,  after  the  tax 
adjustments  are  made  for  allowances,  etc.; 
tallies  with  the  sum  total  of  the  assess- 
ment made  on  the  individual  partners 
Thus,  suppose  the  profits  of  the  partner- 
ship, calculated  without  taking  into  ac- 
count the  mother's  wages,  at  ^100  p. a 
were  ^550,  and  assuming  that  no  other 
deductions  were  to  be  made  (such  as 
interest  on  partners'  capital,  wages  oJ 
other  partners)  the  amount  of  the  assessable 
income  of  the  mother  would  be  :—

The  mother  is  assessed  on  this  basis, 
though,  of  course,  the  figure  of  ^325  would 
be  reduced  by  personal  allowances,  earned 
income  allowance,  etc. 

Perfumed  Hypochlorite  Sprays. — Objec- 
tions to  the  odour  of  sodium  hypochlorite 
solution  mists  used  in  air-raid  shelters  can 
be  overcome  by  the  use  of  perfumed  hypo- 
chlorite solutions,  formulas  for  which  are 
suggested  in  the  "Lancet,"  December  13, 
p.  746.  The  following  spray  solutions  con- 
tain perfuming  substances  which,  it  is 
claimed,  are  resistant  to  the  chemical 
action  of  sodium  hypochlorite,  do  not 
impair  the  bactericidal  action  of  the  mist, 
and  are  non-toxic  in  the  amounts  used  :—

/3  naphthyl  methyl  ether

Trinitro  tertiary-butyl

If  1  c.c.  of  either  A  or  B  is  added  to 
100  c.c.  of  1  per  cent,  sodium  hypochlorite 
a  mist  is  produced  on  spraying  in  which  the 
odour  of  hypochlorite  is  not  discernible. 
The  dispersion  of  the  scent  in  hypochlorite 
is  relatively  stable  in  the  physical  sense 
but  may,  if  the  solution  is  left  still  for 
several  hours,  tend  to  flocculate.  Complete 
redispersion  can  be  achieved  by  slight 
agitation.  The  chemical  stability  of  the 
dispersion  has  been  tested  by  leaving  an 
excess  of  mixtures  A  and  B  in  contact 
with  1  per  cent,  sodium  hypochlorite 
solution  for  a  week.
